Schoo! Children in the Procession—Brilliant 
Tableaux Representing American 
History—President Harrison. 


New York, May 1.—The third day of the 
great Washington centennial celebration broke 
clear and cool—another fine day for marching. 
The chief and almost only notable feature of 
the day was the great civic and industrial par- 
ade 

At 9:30 o’clock the parade started, headed 
by Sergeant Baum and sixteen mounted police- 
men, and Grand Marshal Butterfield and his 
staff of aides, numbering 110, finely mounted 
and wearing orange satin sashes with silver 
bullion rosettes and fringe. The grand marshal 
suowed considerable annoyance at the tardi- 
ness with which the organizations, which 
slhiould be among the first in line, arrived. Ie 
and his aides were on hand at Fifty seventh 
street and Fifth avenue before 7:50 o’clock 
and it was thought that the grand civic parade 
could be started at 8:30. 

CROWDS OF SIGHTSEERS. 

The telegraph station, at the point where he 
and his aides were stationed, brought knowl- 
edge of the slow movements that occasioned 
an hour’s delay. Inspector Williams was in 
charge of a large squad of police about the 
starting point and everything went on smooth. 

All along the line of march, sidewalks, 
stoops, stands and wagons found eager oc- 
cupants, and women passed in steady streams 
to points of vantage, many carrying wooden 
boxes and camp stools, and nearly all having 
packages contaimng lunches. 

The assemblage was an orderly one and 
gave no trouble to anybody. The various 
hes all had stands for their parishoners. 
The stand at the Roman Catholic orphan 
asylum was well crowded, the lower portion 
being set apart for distinguished clergymen. 
Anarm chairsat in the centre of the stand 
and was occupied by Archbishop Corrigan. 

A FIRE ALARM. 

The stand of the “Four Itundred,”’ with one 
towering above it erected by the common 
council, were filled when the grand marshal 
reached that point at twenty minutes before 
10 o’clock. 

Just before the head of the parade reached 
this point the sounds of fire bells were heard 
and the hook and ladder truck came thunder- 
ing along through Forty-second street. The 
strect-at this point was choked with people, 
many of whom had been driven along down 
by mounted police. They and the regular 
patrolmen took in the situation at a glance, 
aud in most admirable manner cleared a way 
for the fire truck# without occasioning any 
great confusion or using undue force. 

‘At the Stewart mansion, Fifth avenue and 
Thirty-fourth street, the head of the parade 
nade its appearance just before 10 o’clock. 
The different trades and associations were so 
late in arriving at the point of assembly that 
they could not take the places assigned them 
in the line by General Butterfield. The boys 
from various charitable institutions and public 
schools being more used to discipline than 
their elders in the parade, were the first on 
the ground. The public school scholars, com- 
prising eight battalions of 400 each, under 
cominand of John D. Robinson, and escorting 
a tableau of 

‘WASHINGTON AT VALLEY FORGE,” 
gvere wheeled into Fifth avenne from Fiftieth 
street, eliciting much applause from people on 
the sidewalks. 

The tableau represented the general in his 
winter quarters at Valley Forge, and his meet- 
ing ith Baron Stuebon. 

The Exempt Firemen’s association of this 
city, tothe number of 200, came next, and 
after them the Tammany hall braves, under 
the chieftainship of General John C. Coch- 
rane. A genuine Indian squaw and two copper 
colored braves with color more than skin deep, 
accompanied them. 
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AT UNION SQUARE, 


The Immense Throngs of People on the 
Square. | 

New Yorx May 1.—The crowd at Union 
Squave,was, if anything, greater than of yes- 
terday. Inspector Steers and his three hun- 
dred men had all they could do to keep the 
immense throug in order. There were stands 
at every window facing the square. The roofs 
of surrounding buildings and sidewalks were 
crowded and packed with masses of humanity. 
The seats on the Fourth avenue side of the 
square, from Fourteenth to Seventeenth 
street were free to women and children, but 
long before it was time for the parade to start 
tlievy were crowded. Many of the people came 
as early as three or four o’clock, in order to 


secure seats. - . See | 


At nine o’clock it was impossible to get from 
one part of the square to another; when once 


going into the crowd they had to stay. 


ARRIVAL OF THE PRESIDENT. 
President Harrison in his barouche, drawn 
bv five horses and headed by a squad of mount- 
Vice-president 
Morton. Colonel Cruger and Leiutenant Jud- 


son, U. S. A., drove up to the Madison square 


reviewing stand, at ten minucts past ten. Ex- 
presidents Hayes and Cleveland, Secretaries 
Proctor, Tracy, Windom and Rusk, General 
Sherman and Russell B. Harrison had previ- 
ously arrived. Others on the stand were ex- 
Senator John A. King, Colonel S. V. R. 
Craiger, General J. M. Varnum, Johm E. 
Brodsky, Park Commissioner J. Hampden 
Robb, ‘ex-Comptroller Loew, Colonel Alex 
of Maine, and 
staff of eight officers, and six aides; Brigadier 
General H.M.Sprague, Brigadier General John 
Harper, Fred Douglas, who received a cheer 
as he entered the stand, and Representative 
Gibson, of Maryland. | 

As soon as the president had entered the 
platform reserved for himself and party, Dr. 
Burtselle, Rev. Sylvester Malone and the Rey. 
James Nolan, of PoughkKeepsie, were pre- 
sented to him. 

Mayor Grant, with a body of aides, who had 
been waiting at Twenty-Fifty street, then 
atepped forward and. prese nted the president 
with an address, inclosed in a cylinder of 
Fepousse silver. 

THE ADDRESS. 

To Renjamin Uarrison, President of the United 
Bate s April SO, ISs?: Phe und ned, representa- 
tives of civil. commerce al, industrial and eduea- 
tional organizations and bodies ofthe city of New 
York, ou the occasion of the centennial celebration 
ofthe inauguration of Washington, the first presi- 
Gent, present anew to the president of the United 
States, in his official capacity, their allegiance to 
the covernment, coustitution and laws, with their 
congratulations upon the completion of a eentury 
of coustituUonal goyernmentand the progress made 
in that century, 

The address also coutained the signatures of the 
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mayor and many ofthe leading business men of the 
city. 

Phe inayor then took his place on the stand 
beside the president, and the big parade began 
to pass by. 
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THE GRAND DISPLAY 


Of Civic Societies—Brilliant Tableaux and 
Other Incidents. 

New York, May 1.—A mammoth globe 

répresenting the ‘‘New York World,” drawn 
by two horses and surrounded by several men, 
apparently keeping it in position, rolled down 
Fifth avenue, from Fifty-seventh street, at 
9:45 o'clock, and was much admired. The 
. 
Manhattan Ship Joiners’ association - were 
early on the ground with a mammoth model 
of a ship-rigged vessel, which was much ad- 
mired. The carpenters and. joiners looked 
picturesque with their smal! aprons which, 
While they would scarcely serve for working 
purposes, was an indication that the men who 
wore them were not afraid of labor. 

The large stands, although well filled, were 
by no means crowded, except in one or two 
sections of the stand on the west side of the 
dvenue. The first organization in the parade 
which made its appearance was a body of 
volumbia college students. It passed the 
presidential stand at exactly 10:25 o'clock. 
Tne boys created much amusement by repeat- 
ing in unison the cry: 

“Who was General George Washington?” 
and accompanying the answer by a break- 
down. 

THE CHILDREN IN LINE. 

Next followed the public school children. 
Among the school children yas a troop dressed 
in the garb of continental soldiers. The little 
fellow, who led them could not help laughing 
ashe passed the president, and he received 
probably the most profound salute of the day. 
The lad’s powdered periwig was hid jauntily 
with a three-cornered hat of the time of 
George Washington. He had a miniature 
baton in his hand and kept exact time to the 
martial music. 

They made an excellent appearance, and in 
many instances marched better than some of 
the rank and file in yesterday’s pageant. The 
children were welcomed by a tumult of ap- 
plause, accompanied by the waving of hand- 
kerchiefs and dipping of miniature flags in the 
hands of children and babies. The marked 
applause aud hearty greeting continued until 
the children were well past the reviewing 
stand and made way for the next organization. 

THE GRAND ARMY MEN. 

The Grand Army. men, as they passed the 
reviewing stand, were warmly greeted. One 
old veteran improved the opportunity afforded 
by the accessibility of the president to hand 
himanote. It was taken by President Har- 
rison with a smile. As the Swiss contingent 
passed before the presidenta bevy of hand- 
some young girls on a fidat showered huge 
bunches of roses on the president. 

The Hoboken fire department brought with 
them their antiquated hook and ladder, and 
was much admired by old volunteer firemen 
from Brooklyn and Philadelphia. TKighty of 
these veteran fire laddies came on from Phila- 
delphia to do their share in honoring the 
father of his country. . 

THE FIRST TABLEAU 

was that of the ‘Declaration of Indepen 
dence’ representing the reading of the docu- 
ment by John Nixon in the yard ot the state- 
house at Philadelphia. Following this were 
four hundred Columbia college boys,’ whose 
bluc and white banners called out the applause 
of ladies all along the line. ‘‘Washington and 
his Generals,’’ mounted, were escorted bya 
company of Brooklyn schoolboys, and close 
behind them were eight battalions of New 
York schoo!]boys, under command of Principal 
John D, Robinson. These battalions were 
divided into escorts of other tableaux. 

“Washington Crossing the Delaware,”’ 
“Valley Forge,’’ and ‘‘Fraunce’s Tavern”’ 
were among the earliest representations. Sey- 
eral temperance, secret and Knights of Py- 
thias preceded the tloat. ‘‘The Resignation of 
the Commission,’”? and the Yonker’s Cadet 
corps escorted the ‘First Inauguration.” 

Between the Washington Continentals and 
1,000 sons of veterans was an elaborate tab- 
leau—*The State of Virginia,’’ representing 
aship of the sixteenth century, with adven- 
turers in Elizabethan costumes, crowding the 
poop deck deserying land. There followed a 
series of tableaux representing 

THE VARIOUS STATES 

as follows: New York, a boat load of Dutch 
sailors and voyagers; Massachusetts, anchor- 
ing of the Maytlower; Delaware, Christianizing 
the savages; Maryland. Lord Baltimore and 
George Calvert; Pennsylvania, Penn’s treaty; 
Georgia, the last pre-revolutionary colonial 
settiement. 

After these came a most interesting feature, 
the Caladonian club, of New York, and the 
Seventy-ninth Highland veterans. The 
Scotchmen in their kilts and kirtles attracted 
a great deal of attention,“and their pipes 
stirred up considerable enthusiasm all down 
theavenue. The Swiss centennial committee, 
with Swiss tableau, were escorted by the Cen- 
Sharpshooters, and then came the 
Chief among these “lad- 
dies’? were GOO members of the New York 
Voluntoer Firemen’s association, and the 
Veteran association. The engine and hose 
companies from out-of-town presented a fine 
appearance with their highly polished ma- 
chines and bright new uniforms. There were 
4,000 men in this division, the ‘rear

HONORS OF UNSTINTED APPLAUSE. 

The four hundred Brooklyn police whocame 
along just after the firemen, also presented a 
fine sppearance. Then eame the Manhattan 
shipjoiners and floats exhibiting their handi- 
craft; the co-operative plasterers’ society, at 
work at their trade; the cloak and suit indus- 
try, hard at it with scissors and needle; the 
marble-cutters, scattering chips broadcast; 
six hundred Brooklyn plumbers; eight hun- 
dred Brooklyn carpenters, and six thousand 
members of the union of carpenters and 
joiners of America, all carrying banners or 
exhibiting sume evidence establishing their 
identity. 

Next came the Italian division, the extent 
of which was very Surprising to many of the 
spectators. The Italian Military association 
turned out thirteen companies of thirty-six 
men each, the civie secieties as many more, 
while their two floats were as well received as 
any in the parade. One of these was a large 
boat, on which were represented Columbus 
and Washington, discoverer and father. The 
second float represented Italy and America 
sitting among flowers. 

The Scandinavian American societies made a 
eood showing. Indeed what are usualy termed 
the foreign elements earned the right toa large 
share of credit for the success of the parade. 

THE GERMANS IN LINE. 


The Germans had determined to lay theme. 


selves on this parade, and they did it. The 
marshal of this division was Emil Schaefer, 
and it Was headed by Eden’s band of forty 
pieces. First came the German-American 
Sharpshooters to the number of over 
men, including the association from which the 
division took its name, 1,500inen; the Con- 
cordia Sharpshooters, 550; the United German 
Washington Rifles, 700; German-American 
Sharpshooters, 500, and several minor bodies 
whose complement of men wassmaller, Then

The feature of this part of the parade. 
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however, was the great number of tableaux 
and Woats which it presented—nearly al! im 
portant historical events, and the progress of 
the Jast century iu the arts and sciences find- 
ing each its respective place. Almost every 
trade known to men has its representatives 
among the German population, and at least a 
few artisans from each were in line. Rakers, 
brewers, butchers, shoemakers, pianomakers, 
painters, metallic workers, engineers, all here 
found a place. For floats and banners they 
were, as already said, numerous, interesting, 
and some of them exceedingly beautiful. The 
first represented the landing of the emigrants 
one hundred years ago. There were pictures 
of pioneers, German heroes of the revolution— 
DeKalb, Steuben and others—German regi- 
nents in the war of the rebellion, and, to 
make a contrast with the preceding ‘picture. 
German emiyrants at the present times 

Of course the Sports s0 dear to the heart of 
the Germans were duly depicted, *‘Bacchus’’ 
was thera too, and ‘“‘King Carnival;’’ while 
“Arion” smiled beniguly over the mighty host 
of singers whose patron saint he is. “Mel- 
pomene,’’ the goddess of dramatic art, had 
her votaries and the printing press and its aid 
in public enlightenment was duly honored. 
“Columbia”? and “Germania,’”’ ono graceful 
and beaming, the other strong-limbed and 
strong of visage, looked as though their desti- 
nies were inseparable. The floats, of which 
there were sixty, were not confined to-purely 
German scenes and themes. ‘Arminius,’ 
conqueror of the Roman iegions, was there, 
and various of the arts were represented which 
touched the hearts of the people the world 
over—music being especially prominent in 
this regard, 

The third brigade of the German division 
was nade up of various organizations from 
this and neighboring cities, comprising singing 
societies, shooting elubs and military associa-~ 
tions. 

AND NOW CAME THE HIBERNIANS, 

They numbered quite 10,000. Some were 
uniformed and some were not. Irish and 
American alternated over the division, aad an 
Glaborate float, ‘“‘The World Moves On,’’ 
added another feature to that part of the 
column. Aftera number of trades org@niza- 
tions had passed the united Polish sogfeties 
came along, one of their floats showing -how 
paper boxes are made. 

A little later the air was rent with am ex- 
ceedingly noisy band of music that preeeded 
the colored centennial committee, with George 
Washington’s coach, drawn by four horses, in 
its midst. When the colored dele- 
gation had passed General Mar- 
tin T. McMahon appeared at the 
head of the regular Lrish section of the parade. 
This included nearly all Lrish-American socie- 
ties of New York, papal veterans, 8,000 mem- 
bers of the society of the Holy Name, 6,000 
more of the ancient order of Hibernians, 4,000 
of the provincial council temperance societies, 
and abouta dozen Catholic benevolent socie- 
ties. The: Irishmen had no reason to think 
their eflorts were not appreciated, for the sight 
of the green flag beside the stars_and stripes 
was raptuously greeted at every stand, and by 
people who lined the curbstones. 

In this last division there were a number of 
interesting trade fioats, and straggling af the 
end of the line were alot ef improptu s4dver- 
tisements of patent nostrums and divers inge- 
nious inventions. 

HISSING THE TAMMANYITES. 

Some little excitement was caused by some 
of the Tammany braves refusing or neglecting 
to salute the president as they passed by. At 
first shouts of ‘‘hats off’? were heard. but 
when it was seen that this had no effect the 
balance of thé files were loudly hissed, except 
in a few instances, where the proper salute 
was made. Itis not thought that the *am- 
manyites were intentionahy disrespectio Sat 
that they did not know they were expected to 
salute. 

A FEW ACCIDENTS. 

Shortly before General Butterfield and staff 
passed before the president, Julius Stein- 
berger, one of the aides, was. thrown from his 
horse and suffered a broken leg. (Quite a 
number of General Butterfield’s aides were 
thrown from their horses, but this is the only 
case where serious injury resulted. 


THE MILITARY PARADE, 


——— -_— 


Success of the Grand Military Pageant of 
Monday. 

New York, May 1.—There is everywhere 
heard the highest possible praise for the suc- 
cessful manner in which the monster military 
pageant was handled yesterday. Never in the 
history of the country, except on the occasion 
of the final review of the army in Washington 
at the close of the War, were so many men in 
rank. Nearly fifty thousand uniformed troops 
were in line. Major-General Schofield’s orders 
were carried out with military exactness, and 
every detail was executed without error or 
delay. Despite the large number of men and 
the immense crowds that thronged the streets, 
there was but one delay of any moment im pass- 
ing the reviewing stand, and that brief resting 
spell was a welcome relief tothe reviewing 
party in the six hour duty imposed upon them. 
As President Harrison rode along the line of 
march up Broadway and Fifth avenue, from 
Wall to Twenty-third street, the way was 
lined on both sides by solid walls of soldiery 
—a sight that impressed him more than 
all the other features of the celebration 
witha sense of the might of the country; 
of a massiveness and strength that could not 
be overthrown. It was expected that New 
York and Pennsylvania would turn out a 
great number of men and they fulfilled tke 
expectation. 

FROM OTHER STATES. 

New Jersey and Connecticut surprised all 
by doing more than had been looked for. 
But the state of Ohio, considering everything, 
carried off the honors with her nearly four 
thousand well-drilled men in line, under com- 
mand of the governor of the state. Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, Michigan, Louisiana and 
Florida all received high compliments for 
their handsome.displays. Governor McEnery 
and General Beauregard led the Louisiana 
troops and were much observed. Governor 
Luce, of Michigan, was personally 
complimented by the president. 
It was the occasion for unfavorable 
comment that the great states of Indiana and 
Illinois were not represented in the military 
parade. Govenor Hovey accompanied by C. 
W. Fairbanks and Attorney General Michenor 
were present, but unaccoirpained bya single 
company. The-sole representative of Lilinois 
was John B. Drake. “‘Why did not Chicago 
send one of its splendid regiments of militia ?’’ 
was asked. It would have been patriotic at- 
tention on the partof its wealthy merchants 
to have paid the necessary expenses. 

MANY AMUSING INCIDENTS 
occured in the crush, but the people were good 
natured and put up with inconveniences. 
There was no case of extortion, but on the 
contrary many instances of generous accom- 
modation. Many citizens from the _ state 
and the west, were specially indebted 
to the proprietor of Hotel Brunswick for 
the privilege of witnessing and participating 
inthe events of the day, who would have 
otherwise been disappointed. On the other 
hand, the committee of arrangements is being 
severely censured. The Worl is especially 
severe in its criticism. The banquet receives 
universal praise. The Tribane says it was the 
crowning glory of the celebration. 
THE RETURN HOME, 


President Harrison Returns to the Duty of 
Listening to Office-Seekers. 
WASHINGTON, May 1.—The train bearing 
President Harrison, the members of his cabi- 
net with their families and special correspon-

dents who accompanied them from Washing- | 


ton, started on its return from Jersey City at 5 
o’clock this afternoon over the Penns lvania 
railroad. It was the same macnificent and 


| luxurious train on which the presidential 
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party made the trip to Elizabeth Monday 
morming, save that two of the coaches had 
been cut out, the reduced size of tine party 
making their presence unnecessary. 

The departuré was made without any de- 
monstration whatever, save the manifestation 
of natural curiosity on the part of a few hun- 
dreds of people around the station, who knew 
of the prescnce of the chicf magistrate, to 
catch a glimpse of him. The president, how- 
ever, who had reached the 
train in advance of the members 
of his cabinet and others, was shown 
at once into his‘ car, and endeavored to obtain 
some much needed rest. He made the trip in 
comparative seclusion. The floral decorations 
of the car had been renewed, and it was a per- 
fect bower of beauty, and in ft the president 
secured much needed rest after the exhausting 
fatique of the past three day. Secretary Nople 
reinained in New York to attend the Spanish- 
American banguet tonight, and 
mecretary Tracy and Attorney-General 
Milier to attend the bar banquet to the 
justices of the supreme court. Only Awo 
Stops were made, one at Trenton to drop three 
meinbers of the New York and New Jersey 
reception committee, and one at West Phila- 
delphia, te change engines, and the train 
arrived in Washington at 10:44 p. m., after a 
pleasant ride of five hours and forty-five 
niinutes, finishing the trip,which in all respects 
was a prominent feature of the inauguration 
centennial. 


THE VIRGINIANS, 
A Banquet Given by the Sons of the Old 
Dominion. 

New Yorr, May 1.—The Virginians, New 
York society of Sons of the Old Dominion, 
residing in this city, gave a banquet tonight to 
the centennial commissioners from their na- 
tive state. The banquet was given in the 
Equitable building. When the menu had 
been disposed of, Chairman Eggleston called 
the gathering to order. He read letters of re- 
gret from ex-President Cleveland, who wrote 
that other engagements precluded his attend- 
anee: Governor Hill, Private Secretary Elijah 
Halford and Mayor Grant. 

The toast of ‘Virginia’ was responded to by 
Governor Fitzhugh Lee. A real cyclone of 
applause and enthusiasm burst forth when the 
governor rose tospeak. He began by saying 
that he was glad to see so many Virginians 
around him who held such important places 
in all professions of the metropolis. He con- 
gratulated those from the Old Dominion 
who were present at the centennial 
for the great honor that had _ been 
extended them. “Virginia lays no 
clalm to the fame of Washington, as no state 
can bound his fame. All states hold equal por- 
tions of it, and all with just pride.’’ After re- 
viewing the part played by Virginians in the 
founding of the country, he continued: 
“When Virginia differed with many other 
states on the construction of the 
constitution, in withdrawing from 
the union, she produced ~ the leader 
of our forces in northern Virginia, General 
Joseph E. Johnston; that matchless corps 
commander, Stonewall Jackson; that excel- 
lent cavalry officer—need I mention his name 
—Stuart. [Loud applause.] So that the old 
state is not dead. When the time comesagain 
to fight under the star spangled  ban- 
ner, to the obrilliancy of whose stars 
in whose banner she contributed so much, you 
will find her coming abreast with any other 
state, her sword as bright as ever when it was 
drawn in her own defense in the war whithin 
the states. She rejoices in the celebration in 
New York. She feels proud and happy that 
the whole country has given such recognition 
to one of her truest, noblest, bravest and 
grandest sons, George Washington.” Governor 
Lee finished his speech amid shower of ap- 
plause. 

The Justices’ Reception. 

New York, May 1.—The reception tendered 
tonight by the Bar association of the city of 
New York, to Chief Justice Fuller and the 
associate justices of the United States 
supreme court, although purely an informal 
affair, drew together a most distinguished 
company of legal lights and representatives of 
the state bench. At an early hour the guests 
began to arrive, and in all there were about 
three hundred gentlemen at the reception. 
Ex-President Cleveland was one of the early 
arrivals. Chief Justice Fuller with Justices 
Blatchford and Field and Justice Strong 
(retired) stood together in therlibrary for an 
hour, while the members were presented in 
person. 

Presented to the Loyal Legion. 

New York, May 1.—One of the incidents 
of today was the reception of General fF itz- 
hugh Lee, of Virginia, by the New York com- 
mandery of the Loyal Legion, at their room in 
23d street. He was introduced by W. L. 
Heermance, of the Seventh New York cavy- 
alry, who was wounded the night before the 
battle of Chancellorsville and taken prisoner 
by General Fitzhugh Lee twenty-six years ago, 


LOCAL OPTION IN RALEIGH. 


The Preachers Transact VPolitical Business 
on Sunday Night. 

RAveEicn, N. C., May 1.—{Special.]—The 
local option contest has grown comparatively 
quiet. The antis appear to have no move to 
make. They failed in the effort to prevent 
the opening of the registration books tomorr- 
row, Which is absolutely necessary for holding 
a legal election. It was learned this morning 
that the ministers: of the city had made a 
move in betialf of the election on Sunday 
night, after church services. The 
pastors of all the churches in 
the city signed a petition at that late hour 
praying Judge Graves to have Judge Connor’s 
restraining order modified so as not to inter- 
fere with the cpening of the books. The move 
was a powerful aid tothe prohibitionists and 
the books will be pened, ‘The prohibitionists 
claimed today that they could prove that the 
antis had attempted to buy the petitions from 
some of their canvassers, offering for the same 
a good roundsum.

Laughing and Jeering in the Courtroom— 
Mawes Sheds Teara. 

BimMINGHAM, Ala.,, May 1.—[{Special.]— 
During the argument in the Hawes murder 
trial this morning a little incident occurred 
which was not down on the programme. 
Coionel McIntosh, one of the defendant’s at- 
torneys, was addressing the jury and said: 
“Gentlemen, should you convict this man, 
and in after years it should be found that the 


| crime was committed by another, your mid- 
| night dreams would be haunted by visions of 


a ghostly gallows from which wonld dangle 
the body of this innocent man you had judi- 
cially murdered.” 

At this point a number of people in the 
courtroom hissed and jeered the 
speaker, and others laughed outright. The 
judge ordered the sheriff to keep order, and 
facing the crowd Colonel McIntosh said: “I 
care nothing for your mockery.’’ Then turn- 
ing tothe jury he added, “and you, tov, gen- 
tlemen, if you are men and not cowards, will 


' not heed the jeers and mockery of the crowd.” 


Hon. E. S. Tahaferro, leading counsel for 
the defense, asked the court to note the dem- 
onstration made by the crowd. The incident 
was signilicant, as it shows that public opinion 
has already adjudged the prisoner guilty. 

Dick Hawes shed tears today for the first 
time since he has been on trial. Colonel 
McIntosh was addressing the jury, and spoke 
of the defendant's attachment to his children, 
and how he had for years provided for his 
drunken fallen wife, because she was the 
mother of his little ones, 

At this a few tears trickled down the cheeks 
of the prisoner, and for a long time afterwards 
he sat with his face bowed in his hands. This 
was the first visible trace of emotion Hawes 
has shown throughout the long trial. 
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THE GREAT CRUSH. 


Panicin a Great Crowd at a Pyrotechnic 
Display. 

CuicaGco, May 1.—The loss by the burning 
of the Windsor theater last night will not 
exceed $40,000, well insured. None of the 
firemen injured were fatally hurt. In the 
great crush and panic on Lake front last night, 
on asimilar scale, was being enacted near 
Lincoln park, on the north side. When the 
pyrotechnic display in the park was concluded 
immense crowds urged westward on North 
avenue. Just west of Clark street there is a 
wooden sidewalk, elevated about four feet 
from the ground for a considerable distance.

A CONFUSED AND INEXTRICABLE HEAP. 

When the news of the accident had been 
communicated to those in the rear who had 
been pressing forward, they stopped the shov- 
ing process, and it was found that half a dozen 
persons had been seriously injured and a great 
number bruised. None of the injured will die. 

It is exceedingly difficult to secure reliable 
informatton in regard to the number of people 
who were hurt in the crushes on the lake front 
and at Lincoln park last night. A very large 
proportion of the injuries received were ofa 
comparatively trifling character and those 
who suffered them went at once to 
their homes, while many other 
who were more badly hurt, were immediately 
taken in charge by friends and conveyed to 
private houses before the police or reporters 
were able to secure their names or residences. 
All of those who were sent to hospitals are re- 
ported as doing well this morning and it is not 
thought that any fatalities will result among 
them. . So far the cvuroner has received no no- 
tification of death from any private house and 
the supposition, therefore, is that none has oc- 
curred.

CROSS-EXAMINATION OF THE {RISE

IN REGARD TO TACTICS OF IRELAND. 


Mr. Parnell Answers All the Ouestions Pro- -? 


pounded As to His Actions in Lreland 
and America, 


Mr. Parnell was concluded at today’s session 
of the Parnell commission. Mr. Parnell de 
clared that he had conducted the Irish agita- 
tion constitutionally. His cross-examination 
was begun. Mr. Parnell denied that the 
Irish World ever collected money for the 
parliamentary party. The Irish World had 
been hostile to himself and the parliamentary 
party since 1LSs2. 

Attorney-General Webster, here preduced 
extracts from the Irish World praising Mr 
Parnell’s actions in parliament after 1882, 

Sir Charles Russell, counsel for the Pare 
nellites, put in extracts adverse to Mr. Pare 
nell. 

The cross-examination was then continued. 
Mr. Parnell admitted knowing Mooney, other 
Wise known as ‘'Trans-Atlantic.” He did no€ 
know whether Mooney contributed to the par- 
liamentary fund. Mooney wrote violent arth 
cles. Still, the witness would not object to 
receiving Mooney’s tribute to assist the party 
if he did not publish articles advoeating mur 
der, 
with Patrick Ford since 1881. 

Mr. Parnell emphatically denied that his 

Irish schemes ever included coalition with the 
Fenians ip order to expel landlords from Jree 
land. He certainly aimed to destroy landlordicms 
but not to drive individuals from the country, 
and never had any idea of resorting to illega 
means, He did not recollect meeting Davitt 
and John O’Leary in 1878 and discussing with 
them a possible alliance between the natianale 
ists and Fenians. He had no notion that the 
national fund in America and the skirmishing 
fund were identical. 
_ Attorney-General Webster here read a vide 
lent manifesto signed by John Devoy and 
others and issued at Dublin. Mr. Parnell dee 
clared that he had never heard of it before. 
He had met Devyoy, Breslin, linerty and Alexe 
ander Sullivan and a number of physical foree 
men. He saidehe wouid frankly avow that he 
felt it was no part of his duty to exclude any 
one from the league on account of their antece. 
dents. He wanted toinclude in it all Irishinen, 
trusting that every section would accept the 
new constitutional form of agitation. THe had 
aimed at asking the physical force men te 
abandon their movement and to accept his. To 
shut the constitutional dcor in their faces 
because they did not immediately agree, 
would have been very foolish. He did nog 
recollect making the speech at Lynn, Mass., im 
Which it was alleged he had said when England 
was beaten to her knees the time would bave 
come to realize the idea of the nationalists, 
He admitted that if he had used those words 
he must have been thinking of methods of 
warfare in theevent of constitutional agita 
tion failing. At Troy somebody offered him 
$5 for bread and $20 for lead. He did not ree 
ject that offer because he thought the offer 
only $5 for charitable work and #20 for leagae 
work, This statement caused laughter.

President Hickman, in addressing the con- 
vention, said: 

The question of building new milis should be 
freely discussed. We make a serious mistake to 
bullid milisand put them in operation witbout 
having commercial capital to protect our interests, 
The result of this policy is that we ship our goods 
to agents for the purpcs: of raising money to keep 
our miils in motion. Once out of control, they 
are otien forced upon the market and sold without 
reserve and without profit. A good agent is goofl 
thing to have if you can control him, but if he cons 
trois you the danger ling will soon be reached. 
Competition is too sharp to make mouney on such 
business principles. We have had some success in 
making brown cotton goods, but we are In danger 
of losing our advantage, Weare

The impression of the convention seemed to 
bo that cotton bagging is not altogether prac- 
tica!, but the spirit of the manufacturers is to 
do a}! in their power to aid the planters. 

Iiepresentatives from the Georgia Farmers’

WEEKS. 


The Meeting of the Melon-Growers’ Asso- 
ciation in Albany—A Reduced Acreage 
and Later Crop. 


ALBANY, Ga., May 1.—{Special.]—The South 
Georgia Fruit and Melon Growers association 
convened here today. The attendance was 
comparatively small. The railroads, however, 
were well represented. At noon the meeting 
was called to order by the president, G. R. 
McRea. Upon motion J. R. Forrester was 
requested to act with the marketing committee 
appointed at last meeting. J. J. Twitty, J. 
P. Brooks, A. P. Vason, G. M. Bacon and L. 


.G. Collins were appointed a committe to report 


upon 
THE PRESENT CONDITION OF THE MELON CROP. 

They reported as follows: 

_ From all the information we can gather the crop 
is about ten days later than that of last year. with 
only fair stands, but in healthy condition, with 
better fertilization aud more careful preparation 
and cultivation of the land. 

Gr. KR. McKea, chairman of the committee on 
acreage, reported: The acreage on the 
Savannah, Fiorida and Western railway is 
about six thousand acres, being 25 per 
cent less than last year. On the Georgia 
Southern and Florida it is three thousand 
acres, this being all an increase. Most of the 
acreage is on the first forty-five miles of road, 
Which could not be considered in south Geor- 
gia. In Lowndes county only about fifty - 
acres were planted. There is a prospect of 
three thousand cars on the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railway, and fifteen hundred on 
the Georgia Southern and Florida. There 
vill likely be a gufticiency of cars, the pros- 
pect for ventilated cars being better than iast 
season, 

it was asked if 

THE RAILROADS HAD PREPARED A TARIFF 
for the pear and melon crop. John J. Griffin, 
of the East Teunessee, Virginia and Georgia, 
and Dade Sams, of the Southern Dispatch, 
replied in substance that the tariff will be 
about the same as last year, except a reduction 
of twenty per cent in Georgia. They think 
there will be no further change. Mr. Sams 
aud Mr. R. W. Glading, of the Monon 
route, were requested to see 
what could be done to adyance 
the interests of the melon growers upon the 
roads north of the Ohioriver, their roads bay- 
ing always proved friendly to the growers. 
Mr. J. L. Hand, who leaves shortly for Chi- 
cago, Was appointed a committee to confer 
with the railroad officials at that place, and to 
act for the association. Mr. Sams thinks that 
the rates are already low to the northwest. 
The-roads had much to contend with, with the 
belt lines at numerous cities, and he thought 
no reduction would be made. 

R. M. Mixson, of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad, reported a thousand ventilated 
fruit cars being built by that road. 

THE TRAVELING COMMITTEE 
read a list of the commission houses against 
which there were complaints by members of 
the association, as follows: Sulzbacker & 
Hollister and Voglesby, Nashville, Tenn.; 
William Gamble & Co., New York; Chopin 
Bros. and Melasher & Son, Chicago; V. Seb- 
bege & Son, St. Louis; P. J. Kaufman, Terre 
Haute; Black & Brokenfield, New Orleans; 
Dewitt & Bro.. and D. S. Morrow & Son, 
Springtield, Ohio, and Dewitt & Co, Colum- 
bus, Ohio. The only way to weed out unrelia- 
ble houses is to blacklist them. Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Cincinnati, and St. Louis are unsat- 
isfactory shipping points, and it was recom- 
mended that the growers ship as little to these 
places as possible. It was also recommended 
that they adopt the plan of selling upon the 
track. “A list .of over eighty commission 
houses considered reliable was read. Tho 
firm of E. A. Lacy & Co., Toledo, Ohio, was 
objected toas being slow in remitting. Mr. 
A. P. Vason suggested that dishonorable 
houses, when exposed,

and continue business under other names. 
After considerable argument it was moved 
that a notice be published in the papers in the 
melon belt stating that fruit circulars for the 
use of the growers would be issued on 
the fifteenth of May, giving the names 
of reliable and of unsatisfactory commission 
men, and calline upon all members of tho 
association to forward tothe comuinittee the 
names of houses of which they ‘have com- 
plaints. The cammittee appointed consists 
of J. J. Twitty, of Pelham;- J. R. Forrester, 
Albany, and J. P. Brooks, Quitman. They 
will also issue a circnlar for the railroad men 
and others, giying the conditionof the crop 
and other matters. ‘The rating of the commis- 
sion nen will be given in a manner sunilar 
to BDradstreets and other commercial reports. 
This will be a standing committee. In six 
weeks 

THE MELON CROP WILL BEGIN 
to move. and then reports must be issued at 
once. Upon motion, the initial roads, the 
Savannah, Florida and Western and the Cen- 
tral, were requested to arrangethe tariif for 
the present season and to forward the infor- 
mation for the benefit of the association. 
There being no further business, the meeting 
adjourned at 2 p. m.

THE ANNUAL CONVENTION MEETS 
IN ATHENS. 


Chancellor Boggs Makes Some Important 
Propositions—The Text Book Question— 
General Notes, 


ATHENS, Ga., May 1.—[Special.]—The state 
convention of the teachers of Gcorgia con- 
vened here today, and in every respect the 
convention is a success. Over one hundred 
delegates are here today, and every train bears 
into our midst other teachers from all parts of 
the state. 

Major W. F. Slaton, President I. 8. Hop- 
kins, Professor Charles Lane, Misses Fuller, 
Field and Orr constitute the Atlanta delega- 
tion. 

At ten o’clock this “morning President J. 
Harris Chappell, of Columbus, rapped the 
convention to order. The address of welcome 
was delivered by Professor Andrew J. 
Cobb, president of the board of edu- 
cation of - Athens, It was short, 
witty and at the same time pretty. 

President Chappell delivered the response, 
after which he delivered his annual address. 
He spoke of the progressiveness of civilization 
and education, and in his remarks laid great 
stress on 

THE SPIRITUAL EDUCATION 
which ought tobe had in our schools. The 
address was well prepared, logical and elo- 
quent. Afterthe address a large number of 
new names were added to the listof members, 
among which was the name of Chancellor 
Wm. E, Boggs. A very interesting and in- 
structive paper wasread by Professor John 
Neely, principal of Tubman high school of 
Augusta. The subject was school discipline. 
The discussion following was led by Professor 
McKennie, of West Point, Ga. At this junc- 
tion, 
CHANCELLOR WILLIAM E. BOGGS 

was introduced and delivered a few remarks 
on two propositions which he presented to the 
assembly. 

The first was to have the faculty of the 
university prepare lectures on subjects of 
interest to the Georgia teachers, and at a 
given date to have a ten days’ course of 
lectures in Athens to which the teachers 
would beinvited. The next was to appoint a 
committee to memoralize the legislature in re- 
card tothe establishment of a state normal 
college. Both propositions met with the 
hearty approval of the association. 

At the afternoon session the paper on 
“School Legislation’? was read by Professor 

sothwell Graham, superintendent of the 
Grittin ptiblic schools. 

After this able presentation a very lively 
discussion was participated in on the subject of 
teaching religion in the public schools, which 
was entered into by both ladies and gentle- 


‘men. It was not settled which way the con- 


vention thought. 
MAJOR W. F. SLATON 

read some resolutions which will be considered 
before the convention adjourns. Their pur- 
port is to express the disapprobation of the as- 
sociation of the effort now being made to have 
all the text books. in all the schools of the 
state of the same kind. The _ discussion 
on this question will doubtless 
be lively, and the way in which it is settled 
will no doubt have weight in the passage of 
the bill now in the legislature orin its defeat. 
f Tonight at 8 o'clock, Dr. S. Hopkins, 
president of the technological institute de- 
livered an excellent address upon “the tech- 
nological school and its place among the work 
of education.’’ Tomorrow at 1 o’clock the as- 
sociation visits the university and inspects its 
workings. 

Atlanta is well represented in the conven- 
tion and the work of her schools is an evi- 
dence cf the good teachers she has. Among 
other Atlantians hereis Mr. W. E. Orr, of 
the Georgia Teacher, an excellent periodicai, 
devoted to educational interests. The con- 
vention will remain in session three days. 


DEATH OF EX-MAYOR GEORGE, 


A Prominent Citizen Passes Away Tucs- 
day. 

Grirrin, Ga., May 1.—[Special.]—Yester- 
day morning at 7:55 o'elbck, Hon. #8. D. 
George died of dropsy after a lingering illness. 
For some time past his friends have realized 
that his death would soon occur, but they were 
hardly prepared for it so soon. Only a few 
days ago he was at his place of business con- 
versing with friends and expressed himself as 
being benefitted ky baths he was taking 
under Dr. Simmons, near. this city.

ect to pays for. here was no necessity of 
(oiding an inquest on the remains of Howell 
and Leach. These were those men who were 
kijled by the falling of the walls. Thousands 
of people saw the walls fail, and everybody in 
town knew what killed those men. He, the 
coroner, and every body else in Atlanta knew 
@here and how the men were killed, and [I 
don't helieve there was aby good reason for an 
inquest.” ee 

Chairman Adatr said ‘that he thought that 
there was too much frequency in the holding 
of inquests. The best thing that we cau do is 
to refuse to grant a few billsin these cases and 
let the courts decide upon the matter. It is 
not the business ofa coroners jury to ee 
upon the character of the crime committed. 
Commissioner Garrett thought that the 
county had been shamefully imposed upon. 

it was moved that the coroner’s fees in the 
cases of liowell and Leach be disallowed: also, 
the fees of Bailiff Williams, in the summon- 
ing of jurors in the Tiowell and Leach Cases, 
were disallowed. | 

An order was passed instructing the treas- 
grer notto pay any certificates of coroner’s 
inquests untii passe dl upon and approved by 
the Commnissioncrs. 

Dr. J. C. Avary was seen yesterday evening 
and he said: ‘‘Section 55) of the code of Geor- 
gia reads: tis the duty of the coroner to 
take inquests, first, of all violent, sudden and 
casual deaths. 

“Second, of all deaths in prison without an 
attending phys cian. 

“Third, of allf{dead bodies found, whether of 
persons known or unknown. 

“Fourth, all de#@ bodies of persons who have 
died or disappeared under suspicious circum- 
etances. 

“The code®is clear on the subject of the 
charge to the coroner’s jury. The jury is re- 
quired to return ail that can be found out re- 
garding the death -of any person, on whose 
body an inquest is held, whether he come to 
his death by murder, manslaughter, misad- 
yeuture, misfortune,-accident or otherwise.’ 

“You feel like you havyedone your duty in 
the matter?’ 

“Of course I do. I lave never sought for 
public noteriety since or before my 
election. l fee]. that I have discharged 
my duty in this ease, and I am going to do my 
best to de the same thing in the Saget 

“What effect do you think this Tiecision wil 
bave ?”’ 

‘So far as Iam concerned, it will have very 
little effect : but I fail tosee the beneficial effect 
on the public welfare. Of couse pA in holding the 
firemien’s inquests and the Belding inquest, I 
did what I considered my duty, and I have no 
apology to make in the premises.”’

THE COMPLAINTS DISMISSED. 
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A Suit Against a Florida Railway Company 
Before the Commission. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The inter-state 
commerce commission today heard the cases of 
Bishop vs. Duval, receiver of the Florida Railway 
and Navigation company, and Harris ys. Duval, 
receiver of the Florida Railway and Navigation 
company, and Florida Southern Railway company. 
The complaints in both cases were similar, and on 
motion of Counsel they were heard together. The 
complainants are engaged in growing oranges in 
Citra, Fia., and charge here that the rates exacted 
by these companies for the haul from Citra to 
Gainesville, sani from Citra to Callahan, all 
points in Florida are unreasonable and unjust and 
contrary to rates establisned by the Florida State 
railway Commission. 

During the progress of the testimony it was devel- 
oped that the unjust charges compiained of were 
terminated by the companies early in January of 
the present year, 

John A. Henderson, representing the Florida 
Railway and Navigation company, then announced 
that the sale of the company here presented had 
today been<onsummated and that the new com- 
pany would be known by the name of the Florida 
Central and Peninsula company. It was also 
developed that complainants had made petition to 
the court for relief and the refunding of the 
exorbiiant charges made, With this information 
the commission retired for consultation. After con- 
suniing about fifteen minutes discussing the matter, 
the commission returned, and Chairman Cooley 
announced that in consideration of the fact that 
the remedy sought for as regards rates had already 
been obtained by the cessation ofthe exaction of 
unjust rates by the railway companies, and that the 
—— remeinipg—that of refunding the duties 
illegally collected—had been taken to the courts, 
the commission did not desire to hear the matter 
further. The complaints were therefore dismissed. 

The Central Directors in Session. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 1.—[Special.|—The 
Central raiiroad directors held their regular 
monthly meeting today. Mr. Hugh Inman and 
Colonel Phinizy were the only out of town mem- 
bers present. The board wagin session till after 2 
o'clock.
